upon him by a majority of two vole* after a 
long and aagry debate in. the National Con¬ 
gress- It states some of the obstacles which 
the young king, at sixteen- years of age, would 
have to encounter, among ..divided people, 
who hare their constitution yet to establish, 
and concludes with the declaration, that rea¬ 
son forbids exposiagtbe young prince,France, 
and even Belgium to tbe daagen which would 
be incurred by an acceptance of the appoint 
ment. i. 

The Journal des Dcbats announces in i 
postscript, ‘/We learn this evening [Feb. 5,j 
i a certain manner, that the King has not *c- 
epted the throna of Belgium for the Duke de 
Nemours.”

News from London of Feb 3, is contained 
in Paris papers.

Th* Paris Constitutional of Feb. 8 says that 
regard to the groat question of the refusal 
or acceptance of the Uslgiao throne, nothing 
official nas been decided, at least sueb was 
believed to be tho fact. Tbe Deputise of 
the Brlgian Congress had arrived io Par¬ 
is, and wore provided with lodgiugs in the 
street de Yarrenness et the public expense. 
They had been visited by the Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs, and Marshal Girard. They were 
nine in uumber, at tbe head of-tihom was M. 
Felix de Merode, 

It appears that the French government has 
dissented from the protocols of lira conferences 
of Ihe Ambassadors of the five powers in 

whiclTitcftn arffie^BounJaryTimTCetweS t?8f- 
land and Belgium, nnd one which relates to 
the proportions of tbe publie debt to be borne 
by the two states. The Franch government 
dissented from thesedispositions/m the ground 
that the allied powers interposed only as me¬ 
diators, and that the matters to which these 
two protocols minted ought to be adjusted by 
the two states, by mutual content. Ills said 
that there is a third protocol to which the 
French government has not assented, the 
object of which it to exclude from the throne 
of Belgium the chiefs of the five allied pow¬ 
ers, and the princes of their respective fami¬ 
lies. 

In the course, of a debate in the French 
Chamber of Deputies on the 5tb of February, 
on the subject of the regulations of the pris¬ 
ons, and tbo employment of oouvicta, tbe 
Keeper of the Seals said, in reply (o same 
remarks ofM. de Traey, that tit* government 
for tbo purpose of effecting the establishment 
of the best penitentiary aysiem possible, had 
omitted no kind of research, and that at this 
moment two magistrates had received so ap¬ 
pointment to make a voyage to America, so 
as to ascertain the best organization which has 
been in operation in that'country on the pen¬ 
itentiary system.
